Australia — New South Wales — Newcastle. — Month of March, 1906. 
Estimated population, 51,050. Total number of deaths, 40, including 
5 from tuberculosis. 

France — St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended April 30, 1906. Esti- 
mated population, 146,836. Total number of deaths, 133, including 
enteric fever 1, scarlet fever 1, and 18 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended May 12, 
1906, correspond to an annual rate of 15.5 per 1,000 of population, 
which is estimated at 15,818^360. 

London. — One thousand four hundred, and seventeen deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 75, scarlet fever 11, 
diphtheria 10, whooping cough 26, enteric fever 5, and 16 from diar- 
rhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 15.6 
per 1,000. In Greater London 1,983 deaths were registered. In the 
"outer ring" the deaths included 4 from diphtheria, 9 from measles, 
5 from scarlet fever, and 7 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended May 12, 1906, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 22.4 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,093,959. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Ballymena, viz, 4.8, and the highest in Newtownards, viz, 45.8 per 
1,000. In Dublin and suburbs 165 deaths were registered, including 
enteric fever 3, measles 1, whooping cough 1, and 28 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended May 12, 1906, correspond to an annual rate of 18.8 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,787,788. The 
lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Paisley, viz, 13.2, and the 
highest in Perth, viz, 22.7 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 645, including diphtheria 7, 
enteric fever 1, measles 26, scarlet fever 2, and 16 from whooping 
cough. 

Salford. — Three months ended March 31, 1906. Estimated popu- 
lation, 234,077. Total number of deaths, 976, including diphtheria 
16, enteric fever 12, measles 8, scarlet fever 15, whooping cough 25, 
and 95 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Jamaica — Port Antonio. — Two weeks ended May 12, 1906. Esti- 
mated population, 3,000. Total number of deaths not reported. No 
contagious diseases reported. 

Japan — Nagasaki. — Ten days ended April 30, 1906. Estimated 
population, 159,401. Total number of deaths not reported. No 
deaths from contagious diseases reported. 

Malta. — Two weeks ended May 5, 1906. Estimated population, 
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205,062. Total number of deaths, 153, including diphtheria 5 and 4 
from whooping cough. 

St. Helena. — Eight weeks ended April 28, 1906. Estimated popu- 
lation, 3,500. Total number of deaths, 7. No deaths from contagious 
diseases reported. 

West Indies — Curapoa. — Two weeks ended May 18, 1906. Esti- 
mated population, 31,600. Total number of deaths, 12. No contagious 
diseases.
